two oash a catty, By o favourable system 
of administration, salt ought to bo made 
cheap for the people'a uso. But is this’ 
poasible avhore the ocean is fresh for many 
miles as at Shanghai ?. Tho water all slong 
ithe Kiangsu: coast is’ freshened by the 
Yangtackiang water. Formorly it was fro- 
shened by the Yellow River water ulso. It 
was in tho year A.D. 1ldd. that the 
Yollow River floods first eime down from 
the north to join the Yangtze-kiang, in 
freshening the sea. Before that yoar, from 
the beginning of Chineso history, tho 
Yellow River had always found its way to 
the Guif'of Pechili. Doring ‘six: centuries 
and a-half vast volumes of fresh water came 
“| to inereasé the flow of the. Huai River till 
nearly half-a-century age tho Yellow River 
returned to the north und was again .os of 
old emptied into the Gulf of Pechili, 

This thon is the hitorical origin of the 
Huai Salt Administration. Tho province 
of Kiangsn was always populous and when 
sea salt ceased to be abundant the peuple 
found a substitute in salt doposits of older 
times. When the Yellow River, a little ba- 
fore A.D, 1200, changed its course, it was 
at Chining in Shantung province that it 
took for its channel what afterwards be- 
came the Grand Canal. This channel was 
scoured. out by the Yellow River when its 
mightty stream took a southern course from 
Shantung towards Kiangsu. 38a natural 
rosult of this event tho Liang Huai salt sys- 
tem was originatud, In the year 4.D. 1482 
anothor great event took place.
